Keeping active: Physical 
education in a COVID climate

AGAWAM - The School Commit- 
tee met on Tuesday, Nov. 10 to dis- 
cuss updates regarding COVID-19 as 
well as physical education updates 
and a video. The committee mem- 
bers met in person while wearing 
face masks and sitting as far apart as 
they are able to. 

Superintendent of Schools, Shelia 
Hoffman explained the schools had 
a two-week remote only period of 
time, as Agawam was recently list- 
ed in the red category. During the 
remote period, Hoffman tracked the 
number of positive cases and indi- 
viduals in the Agawam School dis- 
LiCl. 

“As of today, there are currently 
seven, as of the morning, and eight as 
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of this evening, cases in our schools. 
With no more than two in one build- 
ing’ Hoffman said. “Please note that 
the active cases we keep on our web- 
site includes remote only staff and 
students, and also those that have 
not been in our schools during their 
entire infectious period. Hoffman 
has been tracking the numbers and 
cases of COVID even before the two- 
week remote period, shes keeping 
on eye out for the towns staff and 
students. 

Hoffman thanked the towns staff, 
students, parents, and teachers for 
adapting the the change in learn- 
ing this year. She expressed that she 
knows it’s been challenging for many 
people to deal with such a large 
change in learning and living, and

AGAWAM - After a two-week 
hiatus, the Agawam Public Schools 
have returned to the hybrid model 
of learning with three groups of stu- 
dents going back to school full time. 

In late October, Mayor William 
Sapelli and Agawam Schools Super- 
intendent Sheila Hoffman made the 
decision to shut down schools and go 
to full remote learning for two weeks 
per an agreement with the Agawam 
Education Association. 

The agreements states hybrid 
learning would be suspended in the 
event Agawam became a red com- 
munity for at least two weeks, or the 
number of Agawam students test- 
ing positive for COVID-19 exceeded

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Virtual rally to replace church tradition 


AGAWAM - Due to Covid-19, Sadly our 
eighth annual Faith on Fire Catholic Charismat- 
ic Rally had to be cancelled. The committee has 
worked together to bring you the Fire of Hope 
Virtual Catholic Charismatic Rally. 

We are blessed to bring you Fr. David Aufie- 
ro from Holy Name Parish in Springfield as our 
main speaker along with Fr.

“In addition, we are coded yellow this week 
using the revised metrics from the state, there- 
fore we will pivot back to in person learning on 
Monday, Nov. 16.’ Hoffman said. “We will fol- 
low our hybrid model for pre-k and grades two 
through twelve.’ She further explained that kin- 
dergarten and first grade students will receive 
full in person learning on Monday, Tuesday, 
Thursday, and Friday, with only three hours on 
Wednesday morning. This schedule also begins 
on Monday November 16. 

The Agawam Schools Physical Education 
teachers teamed up to create a video to show 
the positive impact of P.E., the video also shows 
the committee how the classes are adapting to 
the state guidelines. P.E. teachers are taking ad- 
vantage of having class outside when they can, 
separating kids by lining up cones, and setting 
up boundaries with hoopla-hoops. 

Teachers from Doering explained that the 
department follows the current guideline, while 
also providing meaningful and engaging activi- 
ties for the students. These activities include el- 
ements to help students critical thinking; where 
in one activity students have to run from one 
side of the basket bak court to the other. When 
they get there, the students have to tap their foot 
on a corresponding number and color when it’s 
called out to them. Then they run back and re- 
peat the process. The activity offers kids a physi- 
cal outlet while still making them think.

the staff explained that the pieces of equipment 
that are use are few times and theyre cleaned 
after each use, after each class, and sometimes 
overnight by the custodial team. Also the equip- 
ment will be left out for 72 hours before it’s used 
again if that’s needed. 

Teachers at each school have started to come 
up with activities that only include students 
using their feet, or a competition that can stay 
socially distant with hula-hoops. The students 
practice social distancing both inside and out, 
and are often wearing their masks during P.E. 
There are mask breaks, the kids often are outside 
as the weather allows it. 

Teachers at one school started a challenge for 
their students, in order for them to stay active 
while at home. The Doering Milage Challenge 
is a way to motivate students to compete and 
to get family members active as well. It focuses 
on family activity and interaction. There is a log 
for students to fill out, it gives multiple boxes to 
record the necessary information. The log asks 
for the type of activity, running, walking, biking, 
or rollerblading, then the date, duration of time, 
total miles travelled, and a parent or guardian's 
signature. 

The P.E. teachers of each school are working 
together as a team, and they each know that PE. 
is good for stress relief, team building, and burn- 
ing extra energy. With current guidelines the 
teachers are working hard to keep P.E. fun and 
engaging, while thinking out of the box.

Agawam met the first criteria, going into the 
“red” and being labeled a “high-risk” community 
for coronavirus transmission for two consecu- 
tive weeks. 

However, on Nov. 5, the metrics changed, 
thus taking many communities, including Aga- 
wam, out of the high-risk category. Agawam 
remains out of high-risk and students returned 
to the hybrid format on Monday. The hybrid for- 
mat includes half of students attending school 
in person two days per week while the other half 
attends two other days a week. Wednesdays, all 
students are remote. 

The school district also rolled out a plan to 
return young students to school full time due to 
their low-risk for infection. 

Hoffman announced on Nov. 10 that Agawam 
students could return to school on Nov. 16, with 
pre-kindergarten, kindergarten, and first grade 
students going to school every day. For the time 
being, students in grades two through 12 will re- 
main doing hybrid learning. 

Hoffman added that as of Nov. 10, there were 
only seven cases within the Agawam school 
community, and there were no more than two in 
a building. There are no cases among the kinder- 
garten and first grade students. 

Hoffman did not specify if the seven cases in- 
volved students, teachers, or other staff. When 
cases are reported, however, contact tracing is 
done and individuals known to have contact with 
the positive tester are asked to quarantine as well.

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SOCIAL SECURITY MATTERS 


Questions about 
registering for 
social Security

Dear Rusty: I have a big 65th birthday 
coming up mid-March and would like your 
advice on registering for Social Security and 
Medicare. I am now unemployed, but I am 
seeking another gig to get me to age 67 be- 
fore taking Social Security. Signed: Wonder- 
ing Senior 

Dear Wondering: You do not need to “reg- 
ister’ with Social Security in advance. You 
dont need to do anything with Social Securi- 
ty until you are ready to claim your benefits. 
Since you were born in 1956, your full retire- 
ment age (FRA) for Social Security purposes 
is 66 plus 4 months, and that is when you 
will be entitled to 100% of the benefit youve 
earned from a lifetime of working. 

But you can, if you wish, also wait be- 
yond your FRA to get an even bigger ben- 
efit. For each month you delay after your 
FRA youll earn Delayed Retirement Credits 
of .667%, which is 8% additional benefit for 
each year you wait. That can continue up to 
age 70 when your maximum benefit will be 
reached. In your case that would mean an 
age 70 benefit 29% more than your FRA ben- 
efit amount. But whenever youre ready, you 
can apply for Social Security online at www. 
ssa.gov/retire (you must first create your “My 
Social Security” account to apply online). 

Medicare is an entirely separate pro- 
gram and, unless you have “creditable” em- 
ployer healthcare coverage from a new job, 
you should enroll in Medicare a bit prior to 
your 65th birthday (“creditable” coverage is 
a group plan with at least 20 participants). 
This would be during your Medicare Initial 
Enrollment Period (IEP), which is a 7-month 
window starting three months before the 
month you turn 65 and ending 3 months af- 
ter the month you turn 65. If you dont enroll 
in Medicare during your IEP and enroll later, 
and if you didnt have creditable employer 
healthcare coverage after age 65, you will be 
subject to a late enrollment penalty, which 
will permanently increase your Medicare 
Part B (and Part D) premiums. 

Medicare Part B is coverage for doc- 
tors and outpatient services, and Part D is 
prescription drug coverage, both of which 
require a premium; Medicare Part A is hos- 
pitalization coverage which is free if youre 
eligible for Social Security. If you have “cred- 
itable” employer coverage when you turn 65, 
you can simply delay enrolling in Medicare 
Part B until your employer coverage is about 
to end, or until after it ends during an eight- 
month Special Enrollment Period during 
which you can enroll in Medicare Part B 
without penalty. But for Part D prescription 
drug coverage, you must enroll in a private 
plan within 63 days of your 65th birthday, or 
the end of your employer drug coverage, or 
you will incur a Part D late enrollment pen- 
alty for enrolling later. And remember that 
Medicare late enrollment penalties never go 
away — they are recurring for the rest of your 
life. 

The bottom line is this: you don't need 
to pre-register for either Social Security or 
Medicare. You can simply enroll when you 
are ready for benefits to start (keeping in 
mind that for Medicare, you must have “cred- 
itable” alternative coverage after age 65 to 
avoid late enrollment penalties).

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Wishing for winter squash 








You should never take anything for granted, 
especially when it comes to the gardens bounty. 
While it doesn’t seem possible to have 50 winter 
squash one year and none just a couple years lat- 
er, that is the predicament I found myself in this 
fall. I thought I did everything right! I planted 
the seeds a day or two shy of Memorial 
Day in a sunny spot that had been fer- 
tilized and composted. The seedlings 
came up strong. I left a floating row 
cover over them until they were ready 
to bust through, preventing cucumber 
beetles from nibbling when they were 
most vulnerable. But alas, the drought 
came and with it a dry well. The plants 
became stressed. Some developed vine 
borer and/or powdery mildew While it 
looked as if I would still get a harvest, 
this was just wishful thinking. Not long 
after setting the few fruits I had on the stone wall 
to cure, most began to rot. Once I realized that 
this is the way it was heading I gave the rest to the 
chickens; at least they got to enjoy them. 

Gratefully my mom will provide the coveted 
butternut squash for Thanksgiving dinner. There 
is an easy way to prepare it without peeling and 
chopping! Simply wash the squash and cut it in 
half length-wise. Then, scoop out the seeds and 
bake cut-side down on a greased cookie sheet or 
in a casserole dish. At 375 degrees, a butternut 
can take anywhere from 40 minutes to one hour 
to cook. Test by inserting a fork into the thickest 
part of flesh; if it goes in easily, it's done! Scoop 
out all of the flesh, even the caramelized parts, 
and mash with a fork or an immersion blender 
depending on how chunky (or not!) you like it. 
Season it to taste with cinnamon or better yet, 
pumpkin pie spice. And if you have a sweet tooth, 
try adding maple syrup or brown sugar; or even a 
bit of molasses. A little butter helps too! 
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Did you know that you can substitute home 
grown cooked winter squash for any recipe that 
calls for canned pumpkin, even pumpkin pie? 
Most folks know that it is squash inside the can 
anyhow....sweeter and less stringy than their 
pumpkin cousins. While butternuts are my favor- 
ite to grow, I do also like the ‘Delicata 
and ‘Sweet Dumplings’ for taste. They 
are rich with a depth of flavor. I just 
wish they were more productive. One 
plant produces three fruits at the most. 

I think I am going to give squash 
erowing a break for a year. Maybe the 
borers will go away and I'll be blessed 
with a good harvest sometime in the 
future. It would be really sad to think 
my squash growing days are over. That 
makes me think about what I should 
be grateful for this year, garden-wise. 
Kale, spinach and the cut flowers come to mind... 
ah, the flowers. I am especially excited about my 
growing dahlia collection. It would be fun to trade 
tubers and share the wealth! 

But alas, I digress...Let’s get back on topic. 
Dont feel the need to gobble up your butternut 
squash bounty in a hurry; this type of squash has 
been known to keep through spring and beyond 
if stored in a dry, 55-degree location. For me, the 
mudroom has always worked out well to store my 
winter squash. My mom, on the other hand, has 
good luck placing hers in trays off the floor in her 
basement. Happy Thanksgiving everyone!

Grant application deadline extended 


AGAWAM - With a mandate to distribute state 
monies via a grants process, the Agawam Cultural 
Council is seeking grant requests from local com- 
munity-oriented programs in arts, humanities 
and sciences in need of funding. The Agawam 
Cultural Council FY2021 grant season started 
Thursday, Oct. 1, 2020 and has been extended to 
Monday, Dec. 14, 2020 as the postmark deadline 
for organizations, schools and individuals to ap- 
ply for grants that may support or provide cultural 
activities for the Agawam community. According 
to Council spokesperson Bob Kadis, these grants 
can support a variety of artistic projects and ac- 
tivities in Agawam -- including exhibits, festivals, 
short-term artist residencies or performances in 
the schools, workshops, lectures or historical in- 
terpretation. 

Notably, the Council also encourages funding 
requests from schools and youth groups to cover 
ticket and transportation costs for field trips for 
school-age children.

The total grant amount will be posted on our 
website when we know it. Note, the MCC FY2020 
allocation was $17,200.00 and when added to the 
FY2019 $615.00 unencumbered funds made for 
an available total grant amount of $17,815.00 for 
FY2020.

For those who have died during this 
pandemic, we ask that you think not only of 
their passing but also remember the glory 
of their spirit.’ 

Family members of any veteran who 
died from COVID-19 while under the care 
of the Soldiers Home in Holyoke or of cur- 
rent residents who would like the veteran's 
name listed should contact the Coalition 
by sending an email to holyokesoldier- 
shomecoalition@gmail.com. 

The Coalition was formed in June this 
year when a group of family members of 
veterans who died of COVID-19 joined 
with members of the veteran community 
in western Massachusetts to advocate for 
significant improvements to the current 
Soldiers Home.

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Fall season concludes for high school teams

REGION - The Massachusetts 
High School fall season wraps up 
at the end of the week, it could be 
largely seen as a massive success 
as many teams were able to play 
in athletic contests for the first 
time in more than six months. 

High school athletics were 
forced to shut down indefinite- 
ly following the beginning of the 
coronavirus pandemic. For Mas- 
sachusetts, it occurred during the 
semifinals of the state basketball 
tournament and all state semi- 
final winners were considered 
co-champions and the state cham- 
pionship games were not played. 

Following that, spring sports 
were delayed a few times, before 
sports and school overall, were 
called off for the remainder of the 
2019-2020 school year, leaving 
spring athletes graduating with 
no final season. 


With the pandemic still ongo- 
ing, but numbers of positive tests 
dropping to nearly 0.8 percent, 
high school sports were allowed 
to resume with modified rules, 
few fans, and a limited schedule 
that introduced the concept of 
bubble play, something that could 
be considered tough for West- 
ern Massachusetts teams, which 
are used to leagues that are put 
together based on level of com- 
petitiveness in order to maintain 
balance in most sports. 

Most soccer, field hockey, and 
girls volleyball teams that partic- 
ipated had 10-12 contests sched- 
uled, and for the most part, those 
contests were played. 

Many schools developed a 
schedule that went from Oct. 1 to 
about Nov. 6. The final two weeks 
of the season were reserved for 
makeup games if schools had to 
shut down operations or for any 
other postponements. 

While there has been a major 


spike of cases and several com- 
munities went “into the red” un- 
der the state metrics measuring 
coronavirus transmission risks, 
most schools were able to get 
most of, if not, their entire sea- 
sons played. 

There were just a few schools 
with some remaining games this 
week, including Pathfinder, Ware, 
and Palmer. Quabbin, Quaboag, 
North Brookfield, and Tantasqua 
also had a few remaining contests 
to play this week after some Cen- 
tral Mass. teams had to shut down 
their play. 

Athletes persevered through 
the modification of play. More 
than anything, they had to get 
used to ramping up to heavy run- 
ning while wearing masks, a rule 
that had to be enforced strict- 
ly due to the insistence of local 
health directors in order to con- 
trol communities from any major 
spreads.

to come for winter sports

REGION - The full Office of 
Energy and Environmental Af- 
fairs updated guidelines were 
released by the Massachusetts In- 
terscholastic Athletic Association 
were released late last week. 

The MIAA and Department of 
Elementary and Secondary Ed- 
ucation has been working with 
the EEA obtain guidance and fol- 
low protocols in order to get stu- 
dent-athletes back on the field. 

In August, the EEA deemed 
basketball, football, soccer, wres- 
tling, lacrosse, cheerleading, and 
ice hockey as high-risk sports. 

As a result of that designation, 
contests in those sports were not 
allowed, and summer basketball 
and soccer leagues were com- 
pletely shut down. 

Soccer was able to return 


during fall sports with major 
modifications to play, especial- 
ly a low-level of contact and 
mask-wearing by all participants. 

But it is still unknown exact- 
ly what guidelines will be made 
in order to make basketball and 
ice hockey playable. As of now, 
the EEA is allowing Level 3 play, 
which permits contests between 
schools, but does not allow for 
tournaments. The MIAA official- 
ly cancelled the winter tourna- 
ments recently and the season is 
supposed to end on Feb. 21, 2020. 

Basketball and hockey both 
involve sustained high contact. 
In the case of basketball, there is 
also a lot of sweating that spreads 
between players through close 
contact and the basketball it- 
self. During the fall season, girls 
volleyball, the only indoor sport 
played during the season, rotated 
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MASCAC cancels college 


winter sports season 


WESTFIELD - The NCAA has released 
winter sport guidelines and the state of 
Massachusetts recently updated their 
winter sport policies. After an in-depth re- 
view of the information from the state and 
NCAA, consultation among the Massachu- 
setts State Collegiate Athletic Conference 
(MASCAC) Presidents, athletic directors, 
and athletic trainers and after exhausting 
all possibilities, including a review of the 
risks involved, the eight MASCAC Presi- 
dents have made the difficult decision to 
cancel all winter sports competition. This 
includes the sports of men’s and women's 
basketball, men’s ice hockey and men’s and 
womens indoor track and field. 

Similar to the fall sports, the state uni- 
versities are planning to provide winter 
sport student-athletes with on-campus, 
in-person practices, conditioning and 
training opportunities throughout their 
traditional season to support their physical 
and mental well-being. These practice and 
training opportunities will not use a year of 
NCAA Eligibility and will be done in com- 
pliance with the campus, state, federal and 
NCAA COVID guidance and protocols. 

“The MASCAC Presidents have been 
continuously observing the pandemic and 
guidelines from local, state, federal and 


NCAA officials which has led us to the de- 
cision to cancel winter sports competition 
during the spring semester, said Massa- 
chusetts College of Liberal Arts President 
James Birge, Chair of the MASCAC Council 
of Presidents. 

Affiliates will be able to schedule non- 
conference contests at their discretion. 

“We explored countless scenarios to 
find a safe path forward with the evolving 
recommendations and policies from the 
NCAA and the state for our winter sport 
student-athletes, said MASCAC Commis- 
sioner Angela Baumann. “After consulta- 
tion with our medical staff and athletic 
directors, the MASCAC Presidents came to 
the conclusion there is not a way to ensure 
the safety of our student-athletes and staff 
with off campus winter competition, the 
risks are far too great.’ 

Throughout the 2020-21 academic year, 
the MASCAC will be celebrating its 50th 
anniversary with special features, facts 
and trivia commemorating the event. Our 
conference has a rich history of success on 
the playing field and in the classroom. Over 
the academic year, the conference will be 
highlighting the student-athletes, teams, 
coaches, and administrators from the last 
50 years.

a new volleyball before each play. That may 
not be feasible in the faster moving game 
of basketball. 

Wrestling will not be allowed to com- 
pete in school-to-school competition but 
will be allowed to practice. There can be 
some intrasquad contests among individu- 
al teams, but no other competitions will be 
allowed at this time. It is unknown if wres- 
tling could take place in the bubble sea- 
son, as football will be the prevalent sport 
during that season and many wrestlers also 
play football. . 

Football is still scheduled to take place 
in late February through mid-April in what 
is being called “Fall 2” or a bubble season. 
Football and cheerleading are both sup- 
posed to take place in that season. 

With talks of a vaccine now emerging

FALL SPORTS 


While there have been major outbreaks 
the state government has attributed house 
parties, there were not any known cases of 
major outbreaks among high school sports 
teams. There were some isolated cases and 
games postponed due to contact tracing 
leading to some quarantining, but no ma- 
jor sickness among the teams. 

The season was also made very success- 
ful by a coordinated effort among athletic 
directors to have proper protocols in place 
and staff to help enforce mask-wearing and 


that there could be modifications to each 
sports as the vaccine becomes more widely 
available and individuals are vaccinated for 
COVID-19. 

The EEA is mandating face coverings for 
all sports with the exception of swimming. 
Swimming is also supposed to be able to 
take place, but with modifications made to 
limit the number of participants in a pool 
area. 

The PVIAC only allowed home fans at 
outdoor contests during the fall with some 
schools allowing no fans at all for various 
reasons, including the ability to control 
attendance. A few schools allowed one 
guest per home athlete in volleyball, while 
most did not allow any fans.
